Recommendation in Regard to 
Means of Carrying on Tem- 
porarily to be Made. 


TORONTO, June 
Press)—Feeling its wavy cautiously, 
the general council of the United 
Church this afternoon proceeded to 
take steps for temporary and per- 
manent organization. Ihis is to be 
effected largely through one commis- 
sion and a dozen or so committees, 
to which will be referred a great 
variety of matters which require ac- 
tion by this council] or the next. 

A commission is to be appointed, 
with its membership not limited, to 
the present council, which is to con- 
sider the permanent organization of 
the United Church and the general 
council, their boards and committees, 
in harmony with the basis of union 
signed by the uniting denominations 
some years ago and with the federal 
act which brought the union into 
legal] béing. ‘This commission, which 
has not been named, is to sit when 
the council has concluded its sessions 
and report to an adjourned meeting 
of the council or te its successor. 

Requires Consideration 

“It is our conviction,” said Rev. 
of the Presby- 
terian Church, in presenting the reso- 
“that the Whole question of 
permanent organization cannot’ be 
settled in a week or 10 days. We are 
passing through a period requiring 
patient adjustment, and it is highly 
desirable that we have the best equip- 
inént passible to carry on the admin- 
fatrative work of the United Church.”

Progress Made by Municipali- 
ties During the Year is Most 
Notable. 


ECONOMY PRACTICED 


Provincial financing is on a 


Firmer Basis—Are Reduc- 
ing Expenditures. 


MONTREAL, June 11—The Cana- 
dian Bond Dealers’ Association, in an- 
nual convention here today voted to 
change its name to “The Investment 
Bankers’ Association of Canada.” 
Banff, Alta., was decided upon as the 
place of meeting for the next annual 
convention. 

L. W. Hicks, of Allan, Killam and 
MacKay, Winnipeg, was unanimously 


elected president. Other officers 
elected include the following wes- 
terners: 


Vice-President-—H. Lord, Winnipeg. 

Executive committee—F. Brown, 
Winnipeg; Stanley. Burke, Vancouver, 
Edmund Taylor, Calgary, and F. J. 
James, Regina. 

The progress of municipalities in 
Western Canada in the direction of 
economy and retrenchment, came in 
for warm commendation in the an- 
nual ‘report of the committee on mu- 
nicipal administration. and finance. 

Aggregate Is Largest. 

Although the aggregate of muni- 
cipal bonds issued in Canada in 1924 
was with one exception the largest in 
the history of Canadian finance, the 
high figures were due entirely to 
heavy borrowing in the East, the re- 
port states. New capital issues by 
municipalities in western Canada were 
only $13,660,000 out of the total of 
$91,697,376 for all Canada. Issues by 
municipalities in the west have de- 
clined steadily in amount each year 
since 1920 and last year thé total re- 
presented only two-thirds of the totui 
amount issued in 1920 and only one- 
quurter of the total in 1913. Indica- 
tions for the current year, the report 
continued, are that the aggregate will 
be the lowest since 1910. 

By contrast new capital issues in 
the five eastern provinces last year 
showed a 320 per cent increase over 
that of 1910. 

The committee further pointed out 
that the expenditures of western mu- 
nicipalities likewise are showing 2 
decrease. Seven large cities in British 
Columbia, Saksatchewan and Mani-

T. A. Sales, member for Saltcoats, 
moved that the board's power to ord- 
er extra cars to an overloaded ele- 
vator or one where grain was in dan- 
ger of damage from damp, be ex- 
tended to deal with congestion due 
to grain piling up in wagon-loads at 
the elevator. 

The whole question of clearance 
from country elevators was dealt with 
exhaustively, 

Mr. Sales moved a substi ute clause 
that the board ehall have discretion- 
ery powers to deal with congestion 
at country elevators as it sees fit, end 
this was adopted. 

The clauses governing the licensing 
of grain commission merchants were 


adopted after some discussion.

Two clashes between miners and 
company police occurred today at the 
power house at New Waterford. The 
plant was captured from miner pick- 
ets by company police in a surprise 
uttack at dawn and recaptured by 
two thousand miners at noon. 

William Davis, 37, was shot dead 
when the miners rushed the police. 
Davis left a wife and nine children, 
the eldest child 17 years of age. Gil- 


bert Watson was shot in the abdomen | 
and tonight his condition is critical. 


Watson is a veteran of the Great War 
with a family of six.

Three other policemen and a num- 
ber of miners and maintenance work- 
ers, suffering slighter injuries, are re- 
ceiving treatment at their homes, of 
whom no official list was available. 

The trouble started in the early 
hours se@etoday when a party of 
mounted and ivct police and main- 
tenance men, headed by Captain 
Wobie, chief of the company police, 
H. J. McCann, general manager of 
the Dominion Coal Company, and 
others set out on a special train over 
the Sydney and Louisburg Railway, 
with the purpose of regaining the 
company's power house at New Wa- 
terford. This was taken posscasion 
of a week ago by United Mine Work- 
ers’ pickets who drove out the main- 
tenance men and stopped operations 
there. Previously since the strike, the 
miners had not objected to operation 
of this plant because it provided the 
entire town of New’ Waterford with 
water and electric light, as well as 
providing the power to operate the 
maintenance machinery at the major- 
ity of the collferfes in the southern 
district. The expedition was carried 
out with secrecy but knowledge 
reached the pickets and the train was 
stopped several times while the po- 
lice dispersed pickets and removed 
obstructions from the tracks. There 
was little opposition at the power 
plant from the few pickets on duty 
there and by daylight the company 
police were in charge and the main- 
tenance men were firing up the boll- 
ers to resume operations as before, 

Mass Mecting Held. 

At noon, a mass meeting o 
miners had moved in a body to the 
power house and after a short battl» 
with the police, resumed possession 
of the plant. It was during this mix~- 
up that the casualties occurred. The 
police were reported to have left their 
barricades and sorted out to, meet the 
miners. The mounted men were soon 
unhorsed and dispersed while the foot 
police scattered, but not before sever- 
al volleys had been fired with at leas 
one fatal result. The mean drove out 
the maintenance workers and re- 
sumed control, stepping «i 
of the power plant.

CHICAGO, June 11.-—Castigated by 
the prosecution, William Darling 
Shepherd, Chicago lawyer, went on 
trial today, charged with the murder 
of William Nelson McClintock, mil- 
honatre orphan. Shepherd, who, with 
his wife, saw a fortune slipping away 
from them when young McClintock 
planned to marry, greedily slew his 
wife's ward to gain control of the 
$1,000,000 estate, the prosecution 
charged. Shepherd was described as 
a constitutionally lazy man, who lived 
with his wife as panhandlers upon the 
bounty of a boy. 

“He saw his meal ticket slipping 
away from him and his wife,” said 
Robert E. Crowe, the state's attorney, 
in outlining what the state regards as 
the motive for the alleged murder.

Edward J, MeGiverin, president of 
the Plasterers’ International Union, 
sald he called the strike because of the 
refueal of contractors to sign an agree- 
ment excluding bricklayers from shar- 
ing Jurisdiction on plastering jobs.

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THE WRANGEL ADVENTURE. 


Tne statement of the Minister of the Interior 
in reference to the unfortunate Wrangel Island 
wrangle leaves Mr. Steffanson in a rather unen 
viable position, but it establishes that the Govern 
ment——present or past—had no share of responsi 
bility for the results, : 

The explorer it appears went to Wrangel 
Island on his own responsibility and without in 
struetion, advice or assistance from the Govern 
ment, and undertook to annex it to Canada. He 
ieft a holding party there. An appeal was subse- 
quently made to the Government for help in 
sending a rescue party to bring off the little gar- 
rison, which was given. But when finally relief 
reached the Island an Eskimo woman was the 
sole survivor found there. 

Alan Crawford head of the occupying party, 
undoubtedly acted in good faith, believing that he 
was serving his country, and for him and his 
associates all credit for worthy motives is to be 
given. It is fitting, as Premier King proposes, that 
a tablet to their memory should be erected, as a 
tribute to men who died heroically in a mis- 
taken enterprise and in obedience to the instruc 
tions of their employer. The pitiful part is that 
neither Canada nor Great Britain had any real 
elaim to the island and neither would have assert- 
ed such claim had the oecupation been successful. 


SCENERY OR POWER SITE? 


The Government has put it up to Parliament 
to say whether or not the Province shall be allow- 
ed to develop the Spray Lakes water power if it 
should choose to do so, either as a public under 
taking or by the engagement of private enter- 
prise. Application for this privilege has been 
asked, but the Minister of the Interior prefers 
that Parliament should first say what is to be 
done about granting it. 

The Lakes in question and the river draining 
them lie within the Banff National Park. They 
are thus Dominion property, and dedicated to use 
as park property in perpetuity. If their develop- 
ment were allowed for industrial purposes a pre- 
eedent would be set, in theory at least, which 
might lead to further demands for concessions of 
one kind and another within the same or other 
park areas which have been set aside. 

It is declared, however, that the Spray Lakes 
water system comprises the only one that is pro- 
Lably useful for power development on any large 
scale lying within park areas in this Province. 
And also that the Lake district is not a particu- 
arly attractive feature of the national playground. 
This being the case it would be folly to refuse to 
permit the turning of the water to arcount for 
the generation of electric energy and the promo- 
tion of industrial development. 

Albertans are by no means unanimous on the 
proposal that the Provincial Government should 
spend fifteen millions or more of borrowed money 
on the Spray Lakes project. The benefits would 
be confined mainly to Calgary and other centres 
lying in southern Alberta, while if the power 
were ‘used to any considerable extent in the cen- 
tral portion of the province it would be to the 
detriment of the coal mining industry. 

These are matters however for which the 
Dominion Government is not accountable. It is 
concerned only with preserving the parks against 
invasion for commercial purposes. As it does not 
appear that the Banff park would suffer if the 
Lake area were cut oui of it, the Dominion au- 
thorities can hardiy be called upon to refuse a 
permit on the ground that the attractions to tour- 
ists would be seriously lessened. 


CANADA AND THE RHINE. 


Canada has not been asked to become a party 
to the new pact by which the Rhine frontier is to 
be internationally guaranteed. But a London 
despatch says the Dominion Governments are 
being kept informed of the progress of negotia- 
tions and that their approva! of the arrangement 
will be sought. 

Canadians may properly feel that they have 
quite all the responsibilities at home that they 
care to assume, and that the less they become 
entangled in the affairs of Europe the better. Nor 
is it likely that Canada’s approval or non-approy- 
al of the proposal would settle the fate of the 
pact and make or mar the prospect for a more 
peaceful state of affairs on the other side of the 
Atlantic. 

But it is not to be forgotten that the settle- 
ment made at the Treaty of Paris was in part the 
result of the achievements of the Canadian army. 
Thousands of Canadians died to esiablish the 
present frontier between France and Germany, 
end thousands more will carry the marks and the 
disabilities of the struggle to their graves. Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, South Africa and India have a 
like share in the credit and the responsibility for 
that settlement. 

The object of the new pact is to stabilize the 
situation that was created as a result of the war. 
It will not supplant the Treaty of Versailles, but 
is intended to consolidate the security the Allies 
believed they were gaining when they dictated 
the terms of that bargain. The Dominions thus 
have an inherent interest in the plan, and a right 
both to be consulted and to express their views 
concerning it. 

That cannot be done without 
measure of responsibility for what the pact in- 
volves. But that responsibility already rests

could not get vill of it if they would. Their sig- 
natures were affixed to the Versailles Treaty 
wh'sh fixes the Rhine boundary, and they are

There is little danger that the making of this 
agreement will lead to war. If so, war was fore 


- doomed when the Treaty of Versailles was draft 


ed, and the Dominions morally obligated to take 
a hand in it. And if peace is to be assured by the 
making of peace pacts no country can refuse to 
accept a share of responsibility for the main- 
tenance of these undertakings. Canada cannot 
sign a treaty without binding itself to make good 
the terms; and that we have already done in 
reference to the Rhine border,

TERRITORIES VOTE 
PASSES IN HOUSE 


OTTAWA, June 11—(By Canadian 
Press)—Further consideration of a 
j vote of $352,000 for the governinent 
{of the Northwest Territories was 
given in the house tonight. George 
Black, Conservative, Yukon, protested 
jagainst expenditures in connection 
{with bringing G. P. MacKenzie, 
former gold commissioner for the 
Yukon to Ottawa in connection with 
the appointment which he now holds. 

Mr. Black said that Mr. MacKen- 
zie had gtated that he was to be plac- 
ed in charge of the organization and 
operation of expeditions by both land 
and sea jn northern areas in Canada. 
Canada had decided to establish her 
jurisdiction in order to prevent pos- 
sible misunderstandings in future 
with other countries. 

Mr. Black asked what the neces- 
sity was for these Arctic expeditions. 
\If thetr object was to look into the 
conditions of the Eskimos and wild 
life in the northern sections of the 
Dominion, he advised the minister to 
leave the former “politely alone.”

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FOUND GUILTY OF 
MANSLAUGHTER 


Brother Usman to be Sentenc- 
ed for Killing Boy in Scald- 
ing Water. 


“MONTREAL, June 11—J. T. Viee- 
schouwer, in religious life known as 
Brother Usmar, connected with the 
orphanage at Huberdeau, Que., was 
found ,guilty of manslaughter hy a 
French-Canadian jury in the esurt 
of King's Bench. Sentence will be 
pronounced at the end of the present 
term of that tribunal. 

Brother Usmar had been etanding 


trial for the fatal scalding at the 
orphanage of January 21 Iust, of 
cight-year-old Hector Galarnenu, un 


imate, who scucumbed to burns re- 
ceived in m tub of boiling water in 
which he was placed by the accused, 
following the soiling of his clothes 
because of intestinal trouble, The ex- 
Planciion given by Brother Usmar 
was thet the scalding cccurred while 
he was getting the boy some clean 
clothes, 

In his charge to the jury this 
morning, Mr. Justice Wilson first 
discussed points of iaw and then pro- 
ceeded to review the evidence, 

Mr. Justice Wilson referred two the 
clerical character of the accused 
pointing out that there were things 
that had to be set aside and forgot- 
ten in the consideration of the evi- 
dence now before the court. 

Touching on the duty towards the 
inmates of the orphanage of the Bel- 
gian Brothers of Mercy. wno conduct 
the institution, the judge said that 
theirs was ths duty of fathers and 
mothers. Taking the case of Hector 
Galarneau, he stated that the evi- 
dence had clearly shown that the 
boy suffered from a weakness that 
caused him much inconvenience. The 
child was entrusted to the brothers 
and theirs was the duty to care for 
him in sickness as well as in health. 
The evidence had shown that Bro- 
ther Usmar did not have the “kind- 
liest disposition’ toward the boy. 
Other inmates, the judge pointed out, 
had testified that Brother Usmar had 
punished and beat him for soiling his 
clothes. The accuseti himself had 
admitted the punishments, that he 
had permitted the lad's school fel- 
lows to beat him. Hector had heen 
beaten, not for being disobedient, 
but for being sick. His sickness was 
plainly apparent, yet the authorities 
ut the orphanage had never spoken 
to Doctor Turcotte about it. 

The child was placed in the tub on 
his knees. Brother Usmar said so 
himself. Was there any reason why 
Hector should open the hot tap him- 
self? And if he did, when there was 
four inches of water already in the 
tub, ‘it would have taken some time 
the water already there to the boil- 
the water alread ythere to the boil- 
ing point. If Hector was insensible to 
heat and cold, as had been suggest- 
ed by physicians, why then, did he 
not place his hands in the water? 
They would not have felt the heat 
more than the rest of “his body. 

Mr. Justice Wilson said he ‘was of 
the opinion that the child had held 
on to the sides of the tub as long 
und as hard as he could fn an at- 
tempt to keep out of the scalding hot 
water. That would explain why his 
hands had not been burned and why 
there was 1 line of demarcation 
about his middle.
